WASHINGTON, July 30—The 
rise in coffee prices last winter 
was due in part to speculation, 
the Federal Trade Commission 
reported yesterday on an in- 
vestigation conducted since last 
January, It said “abnormal 
buying” by American importers 
and coffe roasting firms also 
Was a major factor. 

The FTC investigation was 
made at the direction of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower after house- 
wives throughout the country 
complained that retail prices 
had increased to $1.18 a pound

The commission report, de- 
ecribing the coffee price in- 
crease as violent, said it was 
“far in excess of what might be 
expected under the competitive 
laws of supply and demand.” 

Between December, 1953, and 
April, 1954, the price’ of green 
coffee went from 58 cents to 96.5 
cents and retail prices of roasted 
coffee increased from 91 cents a 

und to $1.18 and for popular 

ands, to $1.32, the report said. 
Rise in Restaurants. 


Although actual cost of roast- 


ed coffee to restaurants was in- 
creased less than a cent a cup, 
most restaurants boosted the 
Pp from 5 to 10 cents and a 
considerable number increased 
it to 15, 20 or even 25 centé, the 
report continued. 

The commission found that 
the price spiral could not be ex- 
plained by any “actual current 
shortage in the volume of cof- 
fee moving to market.” It said 
speculation by Brazilian inter- 
ests, as well as American firms, 
Was partly to blame for higher 
prices. |

: . This was viewed as an attempt 
‘to hurt competitors operating 
, Only in the fresh coffee field. 
-The FTC’s summary of its re- 
port contained no reference to 
‘such competition. 

However, the summary made 
.this observation on coffee pur- 


chasing by large firms: 


“In late 1953 and the first two 
months of 1954, the large roast- 
ers greatly expanded their pur- 

-chases of green coffee, most of 
‘which went into inventories. 


Brothers, Standard Brands and

ventories of the 78 roasters 
whose inventory records were 
studied.

The commission predicted that 
coffee prices would drop in the 
future unless there is extensive 
damage to crops and if “supply 
and demand .are permitted free- 
ly to run their course.” 
Discussing possible remedies, 
the FTC said most of them 
would be up to Congress, al- 
though some reforms might be 
put into effect by the commis- 
sion itself or through “judicial” 
action, an apparent reference to 
the Justice Department. : 
Specifically, the commission 
recommended that Congress in- 
vestigate “the adequacy of pres- 
ent margin requirements” for 
trading on the New York ex- 
change and other “market im- 
perfections.” 7 

The Post-Dispatch was told 
that some Br. buyers are 
operating on a margin of 3 per 
cent or less and that in some 
cases coffee futures are being 
traded with no cash outlay at all. 
A margin of 50 per cent was 
recommended in a 1950 report 
by a Senate Agriculture subcom- 
mittee which studied a similar 
price spiral at that time. 

The FTC report made no sug- 
gestion that coffee trading be 
placed under federal supervision. 
It noted that export prices and 
other regulations put into effect 
by coffee-producing countries 
“lie beyond” the judicial and.

The 700 member of the CIO 
Steel Workers _Local 67 em- 
ployed at Granite City Steel Co. 
walked out today in protest 
against the company’s firing 
three union officials. 

N. P, Veeder, vice. president 
in charge of operations, said the 
company will shut down all de- 
partments except the blast fur- 
naces if the walkout continues 
for a few days. About 500 of the 
3600 workers at the plant are 
employed in the blast furnace 
department. gs 

Union officials fired were 
George Grimm, president of Lo- 
cal 67; Albert Schwander dJr., 
vice president, and Philip Sykes, 
financial Secretary. They were 
issued written orders today not 
to return because they had ad- 
vised a worker. to perform only 
certain tasks instead of con- 
forming to grievance procedures 


set up under the contract, 
Veeder said. 

The action resulted from the 
company’s switch from remov- 
ing. cobbles from rolls of steel 
with a magnet to using chains. 
The employe was told to take 
out a cobble Wednesday and he 
refused. Chainmen on other 
shifts also refused on advice of 
union, officials.
